McPhersoa hoapltal at At* 
linta and 49 unable for duty in their 
quartarSi while 1 am satiatied there are 
many more really nnht for duty that 
are marked "full duty. " The ?ituation 
of affairs at Camp Tbomad is far wur?e 
than I bare pletnred them. A vialt to 
the vai io IS camps, hospitals, dumps 
and a whitT of the awful stenches will 
convince. The boys say if they ever 
do get out and should get into trouble 
with any one they will tell them to "go 
to Chiclcamauga" unJ they will then 
get *'relleTed" so to apeaic.
